He says that, in the first 
place, the co untry is very much o ver­ 
rated as to its natural advantages, and 
in the seco nd place, there is at least 
twenty men fo r every jo b o f wo rk o f­ 
fered, and as a result there are hun­ 
dreds o f misguided individuals who 
have been allured to this pro mised 
New Eldo rado who find themselves 
suffering fo r the actual necessaries o f 
life.—Herald Review. 


Opened the Statio n. 
A telegram fro m Little’ Falls says 
two mo nths ago the No rthern Pacific 
depo t at Belle Prairie, six miles fro m 
here, was clo sed, the agent remo ved, 
and the windo ws bo arded up. 
A few 
days ago Traveling Audito r Galvin, 
fo r the No rthern Pacific, o pened the 
depo t and put an agent in charge. 
The reaso n is that so me years ago , 
when the co mpany was baying land 
fo r the right o f way fo r the track, it 
paid fo r all laud ex cept that which it 
to o k fro m F. J. Farrand. 
The co m­ 
pany secured the land o n o ne co ndi­ 
tio n—that it wo uld keep a depo t o n 
the said land as lo ng as the railro ad 
sto o d, o r pay $ 5,000. 
So this apring, 
when the depo t was clo sed, Mr. F ar­ 
rand hired a lawyer to find o ut what 
the co mpany wo uld do . 
After a few 
letters, which were no t answered, the 
atto rney threatened suit. 
The statio n 
was reo pened. 


No Better than a White Man. 


The departm ent o f the interio r at 
W ashingto n has sent wo rd to Minne­ 
so ta that the Indians o n the reserva­ 
tio n have no mo re right to hunt and 
fish o n gro unds o utside the reservatio n 
than any o ther citizen, but must co m­ 
ply with the laws. This ruling, which 
co mes to Ex ecutive Agent Fullerto n 
o f the game co mmissio n upho lds the 
ruling made by Chief Justice Start 
and Atto rney Gene al Childs to who m, 
as members o f tho bo ard o f pardo ns, 
the Indians Po rter and McCarthy, 
who are serving six ty days sentence in 
the Carlto n co unty jail fo r vio latio n 
o f the law, applied fo r relief. 
There 
had been a co ntentio n that the Indians 
being wards o f the go vernment, had a 
right to hunt and fish o ff the reserva­ 
tio n equal to their rights o n the reser­ 
vatio n. 
To this co nstructio n o f the 
law, ho wever, the game co mmissio n 
o bjected, and arrested the two men 
referred to and bad them co nvicted. 
They applied to the bo ard o f pardo n 
fo r relief, and the ruling that has 
beo n referred to was made. 


Peculiar Fattening Pro cess. 


Wherever a handful o f earth can be 
made to rest upo n a ledge, there a 
mulberry plant gro ws, says Harry 
Fenn in St. Nicho las. 
It is a pictur­ 
esque and thrilling sight to see a bo y 
lo wered by a ro pe o ver the precipice, 
carrying a big basket o f earth and 
cuttings o f mulberry twigs to plant in 
bis hanging garden. 
The cro p o f 
leaves, fo dder fo r the wo rms, is gath­ 
ered in the same way. By such patient 
aud dangero us industry have tho hB 
hardy mo untaineers been able to make 
their wilderness o f ro ck blo sso m into 
brightly co lo red silks. 
No t a single 
leaf is left o n the trees by the time 
the vo racio us wo rms get ready to spin 
their co co o ns, but a seco nd cro p co mes 
o n latter, and a curio us uso is made 
o f that. 
The tree o wner purchases o ne o f 
tho se queer big-tailed Syrian sheep, 
tbetailo f which weighstwenty po unds 
when at the fall m aturity o f its fat­ 
ness. and then a strange stuffing pro ­ 
cess begins, no t unlike the fattening 
o f the Strasburg geese. 
When the 
sheep can eat no mo re tho wo men o f 
the ho use feed it, and it is no unco m­ 
mo n sight to see a wo man go ing o ut 
to make an afterno o n call leading her 
sheep by a stn ug aud carrying a bas­ 
ket o f mulberry leaves o n her arm. 
Having arrived at her friend’s ho use 
she squats o n the gro uud, ro lls a ball 
o f mulberry leaves in her right hand 
and slips it into the sheeps mo uth, 
then wo rks the sheep’s jaw up and 
do wn with the o ther band till she 
things the mo uthful! has been chewed 
euo ugb, when she thrusts it do wn the 
thro at o f the unfo rtunate animal. 1 he 
funny part o f the busiuess is that 
pro bably hnlf a do zen go ssips o f the 
village are seated aro und the yard, 
nil ppo Bjjed at the same o peratio n. 
Of co urse, the sheep get immensely 
fat, and that is the o bject, fo r at the 
killing time the fat is tried o ut and 
put into jars, aa meat fo r the winter. 


Wo uld Change the Co unty Seat. 
Under date o f May 17th. W. H. 
Haliett, o f Pequo t, writes as fo llo ws 
to the Staples Tribune: 
At the mass delegate co nventio n 
held at Sylvan Lake, where 42 vo ters 
assembled to represent the wishes o f 
the precincts thro ugho ut Case co unty, 
a citizen's co unty 
co mmittee was 
named to lo o k after the interests o f 
the co unty it a no u partisan way. 
The fo llo wing were Darned: 
Henry 
C. Clark, 
August Erickso n, 
Neal 
To lso u, 
F. L. McClellan, W. W. 
Bryant, Geo . H. W hipple, Wm. H. 
Haliett, W. J 
Bain aud Jo hn F. 
Burke. 
Said co mmittee will ctnvene at 
Ko be Gro ve scho o l ho use o n Satur­ 
day, May 22, 1897, at 1 o ’clo ck p. m , 
fo r the purpo se o f discussing the 
advisability o f calling a special elec­ 
tio n fo r change o f co unty seat fro m 
Walker to so me po int to be agreed 
upo n hereafter. 
Under the laws o f 1889, chapter 
174, which pro vides that if 60 per cent 
o f the vo ters acco rding to the returns 
o f the last general electio n sign a 
petitio n requesting that the co unty 
co mmissio ners call a special electio n 
fo r the purjio se o f changing the co un­ 
ty seat, the co mmissio ners shall fo rth­ 
with call the same, aud if 55 per cent 
o f the vo tes cast are in favo r o f 
changing the co unty seat, so be it. 
When o nce changed it cauno t be 
vo ted upo n fo r five years. 
What I 
ask o f the citizens o f Cass co unty is 
to remember that we live in a free 
co untry where all are acco rded equitl 
rights, aud having tho stars aud 
stripes fo r o ur standard, instead o f 
the to wn plat o f Walker, and as we 
are no t bo und to respect the wishes o f 
the lumber riDgs, o ur aims sho uld be 
the interests in general o f the peo ple 
o f Cass co unty. 
If we o bey the dictates o f o ur o wn 
co nsciences at the co ming special elec­ 
tio n we can lo cate the co unty seat 
so mewhere uear where it o ught to be. 


Perplex ing, at Least. 
The Pio neer Press co ntains the fo l­ 
lo wing interesting reading: 
Atto rney B. F. Hartsho rn o f Walker, 
Cass co unty, was in to wn yesterday 
to ascertain the present status o f the 
suit befo re the state supreme co urt 
invo lving territo ry claimed by bo th 
Cass and Cro w Wing co unties. 
In 
acco rdance with the law o f 1895 peti­ 
tio ns were sent fro m citizens repre­ 
senting nineteen o f the o ne hundred 
to wushii* in Cass co unty asking the 
go verno r, the atto rney general aud 
o ther state o ffio o rs, designated as a 
bo ard to receive such petitio ns, fo r 
permissio n to unite with Cro w Wing 
co unty. 
At that time aud until very 
recently Cass co unty was uno rganized, 
aud its reco ids were kept in the o rga­ 
nized co uDty o f Cro w Wing. 
But it 
is necessary that these petitio ns, to 
beco me effective, sho uld be signed by 
at least 55 per cent o f the legal vo ters 
at the last general electio n. 
Claim 
was made that this requirement had 
no t been fulfilled. 
“ Well” co ntinued Mr. Hartsho rn, 
speaking yesterday at the Merchant's 
ho tel, 
“I do ut understand just ho w 
much pro gess had been made. 
But I 
find that the questio n went first to the 
supreme co urt o n a writ o f certio rari. 
That pro ceeding was declared irregu­ 
lar. Then a writ o f quo warranto was 
asked, o n which the I ’ass co unty peo ­ 
ple—o ur peo ple—co uld sho w that the 
law had no t been co mplied with. 
In 
this co nnectio n a referee was appo int­ 
ed to take testimo ny as to facta. Here 
the m atter rests, fo r the testimo ny 
has no t yet been taken. 
“Yet, the decisio n might so lve an­ 
o ther difficulty that has sprung up in­ 
side o f the first co mplicatio n—a wheel 
within a wheel. 
When an uno rgani­ 
zed co unty wishes to o rganize its co m­ 
missio ners are appo inted by the go v­ 
erno r. 
Then the co mmissio ners ap­ 
po int co unty o fficers. Bo Cass co unty 
received its co mmissio ners no t lo ng 
ago , and May 6 the bo ard met and 
appo inted the co uuty o fficers. 
The 
o fficers applied fo r their reco rds to 
the co rrespo nding o fficers o f Cro w 
Wiug co unty. 
AII o ur o fficers go t 
what they wanted ex cept o ur new 
audito r, a man named Griffith. Cro w 
Wing insisted that he wasn’t a Isgal 
audito r, because when appo inted, he 
was residing iu that disputed strip 
which may be Cass co unty and which, 
again, may no t be. 
It's true he in­ 
tended to mo ve o ver to Walker, o ur 
co unty seat, and that intentio n has, in 
law, been held o n previo us o ccasio ns 
to o ffset the fact o f actual residence. 
But undo ubtedly his family were liv­ 
ing where they had lived in the dis­ 
puted strip the day he was appo inted. 
No w. if it turns o ut that the strip is 
still Cass co unty, he’s certainly all- 
right. If it’s Cro w Wing he may be all 
wro ng. 
Yet, after all, I suppo se he 
wo u’t wait. 
Griffith is willing to re 
sign rather than to cause to much 
tro uble, and pro bably we’ll elect an­ 
o ther man abo ut who m there can be 
no do ubt, if the Cro w Wiug peo ple 
still insist that Griffith's resideno e is 
to o ambiguo us. 
“Our new co unty o f Cass wo uld be 
o ne o f the finest in the state, if o ulj 
the Leech Lake Indian reservatio n 
was o pen. The go vernment has been 
estimating the valueo f the reservatio n 
timber preliminary to o pening the 
reservatio n and selling the timber. 
But reo ently the men so emplo yed 
have quit wo rk. 
They say the appro 
priatio n has been used up. 
but I 
imagine that the big lumbermen are 
sho rt o f cash no w and they have put 
o ff the o pening until they get mo re 
mo ney to invest. 
Anyho w, ao thing 
mo re is likely to be do ne this year.” 


A Peculiar Crow. 
The “co nvict cro w,” as a certain 
well kno wn specimen o f that species 
o f bird is kno wn aro und the priso n,is 
back to his summer quarters again. 
He arrived o n the do t just when his 
regular six -mo nths trip to so uthern 
climes had elapsed. 
This o ld cro w is 
well marked and kno wn by the keep- 
res and o ld priso ners here. He is qnite 
tame making hissummer ho me aro und 
the priso n. 
He marched into the 
kitchen o f Warden Wo lfer's private 
residence bright aud early o n Tuesday 
last and was easily reco gnized by Mrs. 
Wo lfer. 
This is the eighth year this 
cro w has been here—that is, since he 
began to act as acivilized cro w sho uld. 
He was pro bably well alo ng in years 
befo re he ado pted his present regular 
habits. 
He left this vicinity o n the 
11th o f No vember last, aud returned 
early o n the lltb o f this mo nth. 
He 
has been making these reg r'» r trips 
fo r the past eight years.—Stillwater 
Priso n Mirro r.

Ho le-in-the-Day's Pho to graph. 


A po rtrait o f the abo ve named Chip­ 
pewa chief was recently presented to 
the State Histo rical So ciety by C hai. 
Hallo ck, o f St. Paul, and that gentle­ 
man subm its the fo llo wing info rma­ 
tio n, saye the Press: 
“At the time this pho to graph was 
taken this celebrated Chippewa chief 
was living near the Hgency at Cro w 
W ing 
He o ccupied a fairly go o d 
o ne-sto ry frameho use with fo ur ro o ms, 
which sufficed to acco mmo date him 
•elf and his seven wives. 
Altho ugh 
co nfo rming, to a certain ex tent, to 
civilized ways, he adhered tenacio usly 
to bis abo rigiual co stume, and was 
mo re o ften seen iu blanket and mo c­ 
casins than in a dress shirt. 
When he 
gave an audience o r receptio n to 
visito rs o f eo usequence, he do nned 
his war bo nnet o f bald eagle plumes, 
as sho wn iu tho pho to graph, each in­ 
dividual feather o f which bo nnet was 
assumed to represent au o ppo nent 
killed in battle. 
Later o u, when 
eagles were hard to o btain, 
war 
bo nnets were deco rated with feathers 
o f o ther birds as a substitute. 
“Ho le-in the-Day was always lo ath 
to have his po rtrait taken. 
But the 
o ne herewith sho wn was cuught at a 
gallery in Third street, near the o ld 
American Ho use. 
He had been per­ 
suaded to enter ttie gallery o n so me 
special pretex t. 
The j>o rtrait figured 
the fo llo wing year, to gether with a 
likeness o f Allan Mo rriso n, the po st­ 
trader at Cro w Wing, iu au illustrated 
article in H arper’s Magazine, entitled 
‘The Red River Trail,’ written by Mr. 
Chas 
Hallo ck, who se travels 
and 
writing at that date did much to 
develo p Minneso ta and stimulate im 
migratio n. 
Mr. Paul Beaulieu, who 
died quite recently at the age o f 77 
years, was interpreter at Cro w Wing 
at the time, and o ften recalled Mr. 
Hallo ck’s visit to the po st.”

In The C entury G eneral Ho race 
P o rter tells o f the siege o f P eters­ 
burg in 
Ins 9 Cam paigning W ith 
G ran t.” 
A fter describing the dis­ 
astro us ex plo sio n o n the bo at lo aded 
w ith o rdnance sto res G eneral Po rter 
says: “ This o ccurrence set tho staff 
to thinking o f tho vario us fo rm s o f 
danger to which the general in chief 
was ex po sed and ho w easily he 
m ight bo assassinated, and we re­ 
so lved th at in additio n to the o rdi­ 
nary guard m o unted at the head­ 
quarters cam p we wo uld quietly a r­ 
range u detail o f w atchers fro m 
the m em bers o f the staff, so th at o ne 
o fficer wo uld go o n duty every night 
and keep a perso nal lo o ko ut in the 
vicinity o f the general’s tent. 
This

The reason is that some years ago, 
when the company was baying land 
for the right of way for the track, it 
paid for all land except that which it 
took from F. J. Farrand. 
The com­ 
pany secured the land on one condi­ 
tion—that it would keep a depot on 
the said land aa long as the railroad 
stood, or pay $5,000. 
So this spring, 
when the depot was closed, Mr. Far­ 
rand hired a lawyer to find out what 
the company woald do. After a few 
letters, which wars not answered, the 
attorney threatened snit.. The station 
was reopened. 


No Better than a Whits Man. 
The department of the interior at 
Washington has sent word to Minne­ 
sota that the Indians on the reserva­ 
tion have no more right to hunt and 
fish on grounds outside the reservation 
than any other citizen, but must com­ 
ply with the laws. This ruling, which 
comes to Executive Agent Fullerton 
of the gams commission upholds the 
ruling made by Chief Justice Start 
aud Attorney Gene a1 Childs to whom, 
as members of the board of pardons, 
the Indians Porter and McCarthy, 
who are serving sixty days sentence in 
the Carlton county jail for violation 
of the law, applied for relief. There 
had been a contention that the Indians 
being wards of the government, had a 
right to hunt and fish off the reserve 
tiou equal to their rights on the reser 
vation.

But it 
is necessary that these petitions, to 
become effective, should be signed by 
st least 55 per cent of the legal voters 
at the last general election. 
Claim 
was made that this requirement had 
not been fulfilled. 
“Well” continued Mr. Hartshorn, 
speaking yesterday at the Merohsat’s 
hotel, “I dont understand just how 
much profess had been made. But I 
find that the question went first to the 
supreme court on a writ of certiorari. 


Peculiar Fattening Proceee. 
Wherever a handful of earth eau be 
made to rest upon a ledge, there 
mulberry plant grows, says Harry 
Penn in St. Nicholas. It is a pictur­ 
esque and thrilling sight to see a boy 
lowered by a rope over the precipice, 
carrying n big basket of earth sod 
cuttings of mulberry twigs to plant in 
bis hanging garden. 
The crop of 
leaves, fodder for the worms, is gath­ 
ered in the same way. By each patient 
and dangerous industry hsvs these 
hardy mountaineers been able to make 
their wilderness of rook blossom into 
brightly colored silks. Not a single 
leaf is left on the trees by the -time 
the voracious worms get ready to spin 
their cocoons, but a second crop comes 
on latter, and a curious use is made 
of that. 
The tree owaer purchases one of 
those queer big-tsilsd Syrian sheep, 
the tail of which weighs twenty pounds 
when st the fall maturity of its fat­ 
ness, and than a strange stuffing pro­ 
se begins, not unlike the fattening 
of the Strasburg geese. When the 
sheep can eat no more the women of 
the house feed it, aud it is no uncom­ 
mon sight to see a woman going out 
to make sn afternoon call leading ber 
sheep by a string and carrying a bas­ 
ket of mulberry leaves on her arm. 
Having arrived at her friend’s bouse 
she squats ou the ground, rolls a ball 
of mulberry leaves in her right hand 
and slips it into the sheeps mouth, 
then works the sheep’s jaw up and 
down with the other hand till she 
things the mouthful) has been chewed 
enough, when she thrusts it down the 
throat of the unfortunate animal. The 
funny part of the business is that 
probably bnlf a dozen gossips of the 
village are seated around tho yard, 
a** engaged at the sam# operation. 
Of course, the sheep got immensely 
fat, and that is the object, for at the 
killing time the fat is tried out and 
put into jars, as moat for tho winter.

But undoubtedly his family were liv­ 
ing where they had lived in the dis­ 
puted strip the day he was appointed. 
Now, if it turns out that the strip is 
still Cass county, he’s certainly all- 
right If it’s Crow Wing be may be all 
wrong. Yet, after all, I suppose he 
won’t wait. Griffith is willing to re­ 
sign rather than to cause to much 
trouble, aud probably we’ll elect an­ 
other man about whom there can be 
no doubt, if the Crow W*“g people 
still insist that Griffith’s residence is 
too ambiguous. 
“Our new county of Cass would be 
one of the finest in the state, if only 
the Leech Lake Indian reservation 
was open. The government has been 
estimating the value of the reservation 
timber preliminary to opening the 
reservation and selling tho timber. 
But recently the men so employed 
have quit work. They say the appro­ 
priation bas been used up, but I 
imagine that the big lumbermen are 
short of cash now and they have put 
off the opening until they get more 
money to invest. 
Anyhow, nothing 
more is likely to be done this year.” 


A Peculiar Crow. 
The “cooYict crow,” as a certain 
well known specimen of that species 
of bird is known around the prison, is 
back to his summer quarters again. 
He arrived on the dot just when his 
regular six-months trip to southern 
dimes had elapsed. This eld crow is 
well marked and known by the keep- 
res and old prisoners here. He is quite 
tame making hissummer home around 
the prison. 
He marched into the 
kitchen of Warden Wolfer’s private 
residence bright and early on Tuesday 
last and was easily recognized by Mrs. 
Wolfer. This is the eighth year this 
crow has been here—that is, since he 
began to act as acivilized crow should. 
He was probably well along in years 
before he adopted his present regular 
habits. 
He left this vicinity on the 
lith of November last, and returned 
early on the lith of this month. He 
has been making these regular trips 
for the past eight years.—Stillwater

Nols-in-the-Day’t Photograph. 
A portrait of the above named Chip­ 
pewa chief was recently presented to 
the State Historical Society by Char. 
Hallock, of St. Paul, and that gentle­ 
man submits the following informa­ 
tion, says the Press: 
“At the time this photograph was 
taken this celebrated Chippewa chief 
was living near the agency at Crow 
Wing. He occupied a fairly good 
one-story frame house with four rooms, 
which sufficed to accommodate him­ 
self and his seven wives. 
Although 
conforming, to a certain extent, to 
civilized wave, he adhered tenaciously 
to bis aboriginal costume, aud was 
more often seen in blanket and moc­ 
casins than in a dress shirt. When ha 
gave an audience or reception to 
visitors of consequence, he donned 
his war bonnet of bald eagle plumes, 
as shown in the photograph, each in­ 
dividual feather of which bonnet was 
assumed to represent an opponent 
killed in battle. 
Later on, when 
eagles were bard to obtain, 
war 
bonnets were decorated with feathers 
of other birds as a substitute. 
“Hole-in-tbe-Day was always loath 
to have his portrait taken. 
But tbs 
one herewith shown was caught at a 
gallery in Third street, near tbs old 
American House. 
Ha had been per­ 
suaded to enter the gallery on soma 
special pretext. The portrait figure 
the following year, together with 
likeness of Allan Morrison, the post­ 
trader at Crow Wing, in an ill ast rater 
article in Harper’s Magazine, entitle! 
The Red River Trail,’ written by Mr, 
Chaa. Hallock, whose travels anc 
writing at that date did much to 
develop Minnesota and stimulate im­ 
migration. 
Mr. Paul Beaulieu, who 
died quite recently at the age of 77 
years, was interpreter at Crow Wing 
at the time, and often recalled Mr. 
Halloek’s visit to the post.”

Woman 
C ol l i f t h-ut 
1874. 
At the leg islative hearing g iven in 
Connecticut on woman suffrag e Judg e 
Hooker recalled the fact that for many 
year* he and his friends had appealed 
to the leg islature of Connecticut 
to 
g rant suffrag e to colored men and had 
met with “contemptuous refusal.” say? 
the Boston Transcript. 
They then pe­ 
titioned that colored people should not 
be taxed, since they were not repre­ 
sented. 
This was conceded; and from 
1844 until 1871 the real and personal 
property of colored persons In 
Con- 
necticut was exempted from taxation. 
Judg e Hooker read a letter written in 
1874 by the late Amos A. Lawrence ol 
Massachusetts to Abby Smith, a Con­ 
necticut woman who had allowed her 
property to be sold for taxes as a pro­ 
test ag ainst taxation without 
repre­ 
sentation. 
Mr. Lawrence wrote: 
“ My Dear Madam: Your action will 
be hig hly beneficial In bring ing 
the 
subject to public notice and in leading 
to the correction of a g reat injustice. 
The taxation of the property of wo­ 
men without allowing them any rep­ 
resentation, even in town affairs, is sc 
unfair that It seems only necessary to 
bring it to public view and make it 
odious and to bring about a chang e. 
Your case has its parallel 
in 
every 
township of New Eng land. 
In 
the 
town where this is written a widow 
pays Into the town treasury $ 7,830 
a 
year, while 600 men pay $ 1,200 in all. 
Another lady pays $ 5,042. 
Yet neith­ 
er has a sing le vote, not even by proxy. 
That is, each one of 600 men who have 
no property, who pay only a poll tax, 
has the power of voting away the prop­ 
erty of the town, while the 
female 
owners have no power at all. 
Please 
to accept the sympathy and respect ol 
one of your fellow citizens. No doubt 
you will have it from all In due time 
or, at any rate from all who love tc 
see fair play.

Judg e Hooker has petitioned for the 
g ranting of suffrag e to tax-paying wo­ 
men.

you.” he said, “to send us a black robe 
to teach us the word of God. 
If you 
have no care for us old men, at least 
have pity on our poor children, who 
are g rowing up in ig norance and vice. 
“We still preserve the manner of 
prayer as taug ht our ancestors by the 
black robe who formerly resided at St. 
Joseph. 
Morning aud evening with 
my w’ife and children we pray tog ether 
! before the crucifix. 
Sunday w*e pray 
tog ether oftener. 
On Friday we fa*t 
all evening , men, women and children, 
i according to the 
traditions 
handed 
down to us by our fathers and mothers, 
for we have never seen a black robe. 
Listen to the prayers which he taug ht 
to them and see if I have not learned 
; them correctly.” 
Then the old chief 
fell on his knees, made the sig ns and 
repeated the prayers of the church, the 
creed and the ten com mandments in 
the Pottawattomie tong ue. 
The result of the plea was the send- 
| ing of F ather Stephen Theodore Ba- 
din, the first Catholic priest ordained 
in the United States, who came to In­ 
diana in 1829 and for several years 
j had 
charg e of all the missions 
in 
southern Michig an and northern Indi­ 
ana. 
He 
established a mission 
two 
miles north of South Bend that eventu­ 
ally developed into the g reat Notre 
Dame university of today. 
He was the 
relig ious instructor of Pokag on’g band 
as long as they staved at the old vil­ 
lag e and there are a number of old 
residents of the vicinity 
that 
heard 
Father Badin preach In the little log 
church on the hill. 
The church itself 
has long since been taken away, but 
the foundation remains. 
Down the 
valley on the bank of the river was the 
burying place of Pokag on town and 
the old cedar cross with its hoizonta! 
arm g one is still standing . 
It was 
there when the first white settlers came 
Into the reg ion. 
Pokag on is represented by some his­ 
torical writers as the leader of a band 
of Pottawattomies In a battle with the 
Bhawnees in the days before the whites 
at Three Rivers, hut this can be classed 
as fiction, as Pokag on 
was wholly 
averse to fig hting , and his whole aim 
was to keep 
his 
people 
from 
war. 
Ag ain, he is said to have been at the 
massacre of Fort Dearborn In 1812 In 
'.he capacity of peacemaker and to have 
been the one who broug ht Capt. Heald 
and his wife aw*ay from the bloody 
affray at (fiticag o and across the lake 
lo St. Joseph. 
This is not believed to 
he true by s*yme of the older residents, 
Who were acq uainted 
with 
Pokag on. 
He never made any such claim to 
them, thoug h he had been heard to 
lay that he used all his power to keep 
the 
Pottawattomies in that 
locality 
from taking part in the massacre, and 
i himself went to St. Joseph to dissuade 
' Topinabee from taking his men there. 
Pokag on doubtless was with Topinabee 
and was one of those who received 
Capt. Heald at St. Joseph and helped 
him to g et to Mackinac and Detroit. 
The most authentic records of the mas­ 
sacre to be had g ive the credit of as­ 
sisting Capt. Heald and his wife to 
escape to John Baptiste Chandonia, a 
nephew* of Topinabee, and who died 
at South Bend in 1837, and whose re­ 
mains lie in the city cemetery, thoug h 
in an unknown and unmarked g rave. 
Pokag on. after the treaty of 1833, the 
sig ning of which nearly 
broke 
his 
heart, as it took from him the home of 
his childhood and old ag e and scatter­ 
ed his people broadcast over the laud, 
remained at the old town for several 
years, then went over into Cass coun­ 
ty. where, in the Silver creek district, 
a few* miles north of Dowag iac, he es­ 
tablished another villag e and built a 
church. 
He lived but a few years and 
his ashes repose under 
the 
church, 
which is located in a picturesq ue spot 
on the banks of a charm ing little lake.

‘‘The putting up the cold lunch Is no 
easy matter, as many mothers realize 
when they find the q uestion 
before 
them,” writes Phebe Weatcott H um ph­ 
reys in the Indies’ Home Journal. "The 
wise mother, however, is ever on the 
alert, and many savory compounds, in 
the way of potted meats, etc., are pre­ 
pared, in connection with the home 
cookery, that are q uickly sliced and 
inviting ly arrang ed in the lunch-bas- 
ket, and help to form a plentiful, nour­ 
ishing lunch. 
The first consideration 
in preparing these lunches should be 
healthfulness, yet daintiness is of eq ual 
importance. 
It is an easy m atter to 
make the home luncheon attractive, ev­ 
en when served cold: the white table 
linen and attractive table appointments 
seem to Impart a certain ’relish’ to the 
food. 
One of the first req uisites for a 
dainty lunch should be a lunch box or 
basket that can be readily scalded and 
kept sweet and dean, and waxed paper 
and Japanese napkins, or a q uantity 
of linen napkins, to separate the arti­ 
cles of food. 
Waxed paper is especial­ 
ly important, as pickles, sandwiches, 
cake, or anything that is wrapped in 
it, may be kept fresh without destroy­ 
ing the flavor of the other. 
A corner 
in the dresser drawer well stocked with 
these papers, with the doilies, etc., and 
the small g lasses, 
with 
tig ht-fitting

I smiled at Folsom’s 
glowing description of his prize aerial­ 
ist, and then I smiled at the name, 
Zarena. evidently one of those made-to- 
order professional cognomens, then, as 
now, so popular..

It was not until the approach of Za- 
rena's date that I looked over the bill­ 
ing matter, and then I learned for the 
first time that the sensation of the 
century had a male partner, who did 
a good part of the work, while the lady 
fair gathered In the greatest part of 
the gain and all the glory.

At the legislative hearing given in 
Connecticut on woman suffrage Judge 
Hooker recalled the fact that for many 
years he and his friends had appealed 
to the legislature of Connecticut 
to 
grant suffrage to colored men and had 
met with “contemptuous refusal," says 
the Boston Transcript. They then pe­ 
titioned that colored people should not 
be taxed, since they were not repre­ 
sented. This was conceded; and from 
1844 until 1871 the real and personal 
property of colored persons In 
Con­ 
necticut was exempted from taxation. 
Judge Hooker read a letter written In 
1874 by the late Amos A. Lawrence ol 
Massachusetts to Abby Smith, a Con­ 
necticut woman who had allowed her 
property to be sold for taxes as a pro­ 
test against taxation without 
repre­ 
sentation. Mr. Lawrence wrote: 
“My Dear Madam: Your action will 
be highly beneficial in bringing the 
subject to public notice and In leading 
to the correction of a great Injustice. 
The taxation of the property of wo­ 
men without allowing them any rep­ 
resentation, even In town affairs, Is so 
unfair that It seems only necessary, to 
bring it to public view and make It 
odious and to bring about a change. 
Your case has Its parallel 
in every 
township of New England. 
In 
the 
town where this is written a widow 
pays into the town treasury $7,830 a 
year, while 600 men pay $1,200 in all. 
Another lady pays $5,042. Yet neith­ 
er has a single vote, not even by proxy. 
That is, each one of 600 men who have 
no property, who pay only a poll tax, 
has the power of voting away the prop­ 
erty of the town, while tbs 
female 
owners have no power at all. Please 
to accept the sympathy and respect of 
one of your fellow cltixens. No doubt 
you will have it from all In due time, 
or, at any rate from all who love to 
see fair play. Very truly yours, 
AMOS A. LAWRENCE.” 
Judge Hooker has petitioned for the 
granting of suffrage to tax-paying wo­ 
men. 


A Brava Kangaroo. 
A very pathetic story comes from 
Australia describing a kangaroo’s dar­ 
ing for the sake of her young. 
The 
owner of a country station was sitting 
one evening on the balcony outside his 
house when he was surprised to notice 
a kangaroo lingering about, alternate­ 
ly approaching and retiring from the 
house, as though half in doubt and feai 
what to do. At last she approached 
the water pails, and, taking a young 
one from her pouch, held it to the wa­ 
ter to drink. While the baby was sat­ 
isfying its thirst the mother was quiv­ 
ering all over with excitement, for ahe 
was only a few feet from the balcony 
on which one of her greatest foes was 
sitting waching her. 
The little one, 
having finished drinking, it was re­ 
placed in the pouch and the old kan­ 
garoo started off at a rapid pace. When 
the naturel timidity of the kangaroo 
is taken into account, It will ba recog­ 
nized what astonishing bravery this 
affectionate mother displayed.

Mon Pokagon, who Is now engaged in 
writing hie father’s biography. There 
is nothing abont the spot to Indicate 
that it was ever a place of human 
habitation. 
In 
a 
valley 
running 
back from the St. Joseph river about 
I mile to the west, at the bead of a 
rippling, 
winding little brook, 
sue 
rounded by billa and on two sides by 
heavy oak forests, It lies, a peaceful 
picturesque little nook of farm land 
rarely ever cultivated, seldom visited 
rave by the farmer’s boy who goes to 
bring horns the cows grazing where 
the wigwams stood a half Century ago, 
or by the relic hunter who knows its 
history. It is hidden from the highway 
and not a trace of the old town is left 
How old it was no one now living can 
tell. The few log hut* that Pokagon 
and his followers with their little fam 
(lies occupied looked to the first white 
settlers who saw them sixty-seven 
yean ago, as lf they were abont ready 
to tumble down and they might have 
been built seventy-five or IOO years 
before that time. Probably an Indian 
village had been there around the bub­ 
bling spring that formed the source 
of the little brook for many genera 
tions. 
The numerous relics of the 
stone and copper variety found In the 
vicinity would indicate this. 
Pokagon was a pious Indian. On one 
of the hills overlooking the village 
was a log chapel where he and his 
people worshiped according to the 
rites of the Catholic church, fought 
them by their fathers. How long the 
chapel had been built is not known 
hat it may have been one of the mis­ 
sions established more than 200 years 
ago by Father Claude 
Allouez, the 
pioneer missionary 
of the region 
whose ashes are reposing somewhere 
along the St. Joseph river, the exact 
spot of his burial place not being 
known. In 1759 the English drove the 
French from this region and took pos­ 
session of the territory, dissolving all 
these missions. They were not re-es­ 
tablished for nearly IOO years after­ 
ward. and during that period, although 
the Indians were deprived of the care 
and instruction of the priests, they did 
not forget the forms of the church. 
In the latter part of the ’20s Poka­ 
gon made a pilgrimage to Detroit to 
Implore the church authorities to send 
a “black robe,” the Indian name for 
priest, among his people. His speech 
to the vicar-general of the bishop of 
Cincinnati, Father Gabriel Richard, on 
this occasion, Is on record. It was an 
earnest and effective plea. “I implore 
you,” he said, “to send us a black robe 
to teach us the word of God. If you 
have no care for us old men, at least 
have pity on our poor children, who 
are growing up in ignorance and vice 
“We still preserve the manner of 
preyer as fought our ancestors by the 
black robe who formerly resided at St. 
Joseph. 
Morning and evening with 
my wife and children we pray together 
before the crucifix. 
Sunday we pray 
together oftener. 
On Friday we fast 
all evening, men, women and children, 
according to the traditions 
handed 
down to us by our fathers and mothers, 
for we have never seen a black robe. 
Listen to the prayers which he fought 
to them and see if I have not learned 
them correctly.” Then the old chief 
fell on his knees, made the signs and 
repeated the prayers of the church, the 
creed and the ten commandments in 
the Pottawattamie tongue. 
The result of the plea was the send­ 
ing of Father Stephen Theodore Ba­ 
din, the first Catholic priest ordained 
in the United States, who came to In­ 
diana in 1829 and for several years 
had 
charge of all the missions 
in 
southern Michigan and northern Indi 
ana. He established a mission two 
miles north of South Bend that eventu 
ally developed into the great Notre 
Dame university of today. He was the 
religious instructor of Pokagon’s band 
aa long as they stayed at the old vil­ 
lage and there are a number of old 
residents of the vicinity that heard 
Father Badin preach in the little log 
church on the hill. The church itself 
has long since been taken away, put 
the foundation remains. 
Down the 
valley on the bank of the river was the 
burying place of Pokagon town and 
the old cedar cross with Its hoizontal 
arm gone is still standing. 
It was 
there when the first white settlers came 
into the region. 
Pokagon is represented by some his­ 
torical writers as the leader of a band 
of Pottawattamie* in a battle with the 
Shawnees in the days before the whites 
at Three Rivers, but this can be classed 
as fiction, as Pokagon was wholly 
averse to fighting, and his whole aim 
was to keep his people from war. 
Again, he is said to have been at the 
massacre of Fort Dearborn in 1812 fn 
the'capacity of peacemaker and to have 
been the one who brought Capt. Heald 
and his wife away from th e ,bloody 
affray at Chicago and across the lake 
to St. Joseph. This is not believed to 
be true by some of the older residents, 
Tho were acquainted with Pokagon. 
He never made any such claim to 
them, though he had been heard to 
say that he used all his power to keep 
the Pottowattomlee in that locality 
from taking part in the massacre, and 
himself went to S t Joseph to dissuade 
Toplnabee from taking his men there. 
Pokagon doubtless was with Toplnabee 
and was one of those who received 
Capt. Heald at St. Joseph and helped 
him to get to Mackinac and Detroit. 
The most authentic records of the mas­ 
sacre to be had give the credit of as- 
slating Capt. Heald and his wife to 
escape to John Baptiste Chandonia, a 
nephew of Toplnabee, and who died 
at South Bend in 1837, and whose re­ 
mains lie in the city cemetery, though 
In an unknown and unmarked grave. 
Pokagon, after the treaty of 1833, the 
signing of which nearly 
broke his 
heart, as it took from him the home of 
his childhood and old age and scatter­ 
ed his people broadcast over the land, 
remained at the old town for several 
years, then went over into Cass coun­ 
ty, where, In the Stiver creek district, 
a few miles north of Dowagiac, he es­ 
tablished another village and built a 
church. He lived but a few years and 
his ashes repose under the church, 
which is located in a picturesque spot 
on the banks of a charming little lake. 


THE LANGUAGE OF CRIME.

Every language has a syntax pecul 
tor to itself, but In the patois of the 
criminal no attempt la made of chang­ 
ing anything but the lexicon, says the 
Popular Science Monthly. It bears the 
same resemblance to the parent ton 
guage that a pile of cogwheels does to 
a watch. They are not a watch, but 
neither are they a new machine. Thus 
we must regard the argot only as 
dialect In which debased terms replace 
the words of the parent tongue, In 
which the innate laziness of the crim 
foal has effaced all words of any length 
and has simplified the pronunciation 
wherever the correct form requires 
anything but an elementary cornbin* 
tlon of sounds. 
Let us examine some of these trans­ 
formations and synonyms. 
The general tendency of the criminal 
to reduce the abstract to the concrete 
to denote the substantive by one of its 
attributes, Is shown very clearly In his 
synecdochical 
phraseology. 
Thus 
purse is a leather; a street car to 
short, comparing its length with a rail­ 
road car; a handkerchief to a wipe 
and a pair of shoes a pair of kicks. 
Again, some of the terms appear to 
bs purely arbitrary and were it not 
that the creative power Is absent In 
criminals as In women I should not 
hesitate to state it as a fact 
But it 
seems wiser to conclude merely that 
the origin of these terms has become 
a fact To suppose that they were cre­ 
ated would be in too distinct contra­ 
diction to all obtainable evidence, in­ 
direct though it may be. Such expres­ 
sions are to kip, meaning to sleep; to 
spiel, to make a speech: jerve, a waist­ 
coat pocket; thimble, a watch; to dc a 
lam. meaning to run. 
Some of the expression are very de­ 
scriptive. To run from a police officer 
is to do a hot foot. A person who to a1 
ways listening to other people’s con­ 
versation to called a rubberneck. The 
word push, meaning a crowd, Is occa­ 
sionally seen in the newspapers. To be 
arrested is to be pinched; to bs con 
victed is to fall. To refuse a person's 
appeal is to give him the marble heart 
Such expressions require no explana­ 
tion.

"The putting up the cold lunch is no 
easy matter, as many mothers realize 
when they find the question 
before 
them,” writes Phebe Westcott Humph­ 
reys In the Ladies’ Home Journal. “The 
wise mother, however, is ever on the

The first consideration 
in preparing these lunches should be 
healthfulness, yet daintiness is of equal 
importance. It is an easy matter to 
make the home luncheon attractive, ev­ 
en when served cold: the white table 
linen and attractive table appointments 
seem to impart a certain ‘relish’ to the 
food. One of the first requisites for a 
dainty lunch should be a lunch box or 
basket that can be readily scalded and 
kept sweet and clean, and waxed paper 
and Japanese napkins, or a quantity 
of linen napkins, to separate the arti­ 
cles of food. Waxed paper is especial­ 
ly important, as pickles, sandwiches, 
cake, or anything that is wrapped in 
It, may be kept fresh without destroy­ 
ing the flavor of the other. A corner 
in the dresser drawer well stocked with 
these papers, with the doilies, etc., gnd 
the small glasses, with 
tight-fitting 
lids, should be a part of the regular 
kitchen furnishing 
in

where cold lunches are to be put up 
each day."

Haliett, of Pequot, writes as follows 
to the Staples Tribune: 
At the mass 
held at Sylvan Lake, where 42 voters 
assembled to represent the wishes of 
the precincts throughout Cass county, 
a citizen’s county 
com m ittee was 
named lo look after the interests of 
the county is a non partisan way.

Said com m ittee will convene at 
Kobe Grove school house on Satur­ 
day, May 22, 1897, at I o’clock p. rn , 
for the put pose of discussing the 
advisability of calling a special elec­ 
tion for change of county seat from 
Walker to some point to be agreed 
upon hereafter. 
Under the laws of 1889, chapter 
174, which provides that if 60 per cent 
of the voters according to the returns 
of the last general election sign a 
petition requesting that the couuty 
commissioners call a special election 
for the purpose of changing the coun­ 
ty seat, the commissioners shall forth­ 
with call the same, and if 55 per cent 
of the votes cast are in favor of 
changing the county seat, so be it. 
When once changed it caunot be 
voted upon for five years. 
What I 
ask of the citizens of Cass county is 
to remember that we live in a free 
country where all are accorded equal 
rights, aud haviug the stars and 
stripes for our standard, instead of 
the town plat of Walker, and as we 
are not bound to respect the wishes of 
the lumber rings, our aims should be 
the interests in general of the people 
of Cass county. 
If we obey the dictates of our own 
consciences at the com ing special elec­ 
tion we can locate the county seat, 
somewhere near where it ought to be.

Opened the Station. 


A telegram from Little F alls says 
two months ago the Northern Pacific 
depot at Belle Prairie, six miles from 
here, was closed, the agent removed, 
and the windows boarded up. 
A few 
days ago Traveling Auditor Galvin, 
for the Northern Pacific, opened the 
depot aud put an agent in charge 
The reason is that some years ago 
when the company was buying land 
for the right of way for the track, it 
paid for all land except that which it 
took from F. J. Farrand. 
The com­ 
pany secured the land on one condi­ 
tion—that it would keep a depot on 
the said land as long as the railroad 
stood, or pay $5,000. 
So this spring, 
when the depot was closed, Mr. Far- 
raud hired a lawyer to find out what 
the company would do. 
After a few 
letters, which were not answered, the 
attorney threatened suit. 
The station 
was reopened. 


No Better than a White Man. 


The department of th© Interior at 
W ashington has sent word to M inne­ 
sota that the Indians on the reserva­ 
tion have no more right to hunt and 
fish on grounds outside the reservation 
than any other citizen, but must com­ 
ply with the laws. This ruling, which 
comes to Executive Agent Fullerton 
of the gam e commission upholds the 
ruling made by Chief Justice Start 
and Attorney Gene a1 Childs to whom, 
as members of the board of pardons, 
the Indians Porter and McCarthy, 
who are serving sixty days sentence in 
the Carlton county jail for violation 
of the law, applied for relief. 
There 
had been a contention that the Indians 
being wards of the government, had a 
right to hunt and fish off the reserva­ 
tion equal to their rights on the reser­ 
vation. 
To this construction of the 
law, however, the gam e commission 
objected, and arrested the two men 
referred to and had them convicted. 
They applied to the board of pardon 
for relief, and the ruling that has 
been referred to was made.

Peculiar Fattening Process. 


W herever a handful of earth eau be 
made to rest upon a ledge, there a 
mulberry plaut grows, says Harry 
Penn in St. Nicholas. 
It is a pictur­ 
esque aud thrilling sight to see a boy 
lowered by a rope over the precipice, 
carrying a big basket of earth and 
cuttings of mulberry tw igs to plant in 
bis hanging garden. 
The crop of 
leaves, fodder for the worms, is gath­ 
ered in the same way. By such patient 
aud dangerous industry have these 
hardy mount ameers beeu able to make 
their wilderness of rock blossom into 
brightly colored silks. 
Not a single 
leaf is left on the trees by the time 
the voracious worms get ready to spin 
their cocoons, but a second crop comes 
on latter, and a curious uso is made 
of that. 
The tree owner purchases one of 
those queer big-tailed Syrian sheep, 
th etailof which w eighstw enty pounds 
when at the fall maturity of its fat­ 
ness, and then a strange stuffing pro­ 
cess begins, not unlike the fattening 
of th© Strasburg geese. 
W hen the 
sheep eau eat no more the women of 
tho house feed it, and it is no uncom­ 
mon sight to see a woman going out 
to make an afternoon call leading her 
sheep by a striug and carrying a bas­ 
ket of mulberry leaves on her arm. 
H aving arrived at her friend’s house 
she squats on the ground, rolls a ball 
of mulberry leaves in her right hand 
and slips it into the sheeps mouth, 
then works the sheep’s jaw up and 
down with the other hand till she 
things the mouthful! hasbeen chewed 
enough, when she thrusts it down the 
throat of the unfortunate animal. I he 
funny part of the business is that 
probably half a dozen gossips of the 
village are seated around the yard, 
nil efionjjed at the same operation. 
Of course, the sheep get im mensely 
fat, and that is the object, for at the 
killing tim e the fat is tried out and 
put into jars, as neat for the winter. 


Perplexing, at Least. 


The Pioneer Press contains the fol­ 
low ing interesting reading: 
Attorney B. F. Hartshorn of Walker, 
Cass county, was in town yesterday 
to ascertain the present status of the 
suit before the state supreme court 
involving territory claimed by both 
Cass and Crow W ing counties. 
In 
accordance with the law of 1895 peti­ 
tions were sent from citizens repre­ 
senting nineteen of the one hundred 
tow n sh ip in Cass county asking the 
governor, the attorney general aud 
other state officers, designated as a 
board to receive such petitions, for 
permission to unite with Crow W ing 
county. 
At that time aud until very 
recently Cass county was unorganized, 
aud its recoids were kept in the orga­ 
nized county of Crow W ing. 
But it 
is necessary that these petitions, to 
become effective, should be signed by 
at least 55 per cent of the legal voters 
at the last general election. 
Claim 
was made that this requirement had 
not been fulfilled. 
“ W ell” continued Mr. Hartshorn, 
speaking yesterday at the Merchant's 
hotel, 
“I dont understand just how 
much progess had been made. 
But I 
find that the question went first to the 
supreme court on a writ of certiorari. 
That proceeding was declared irregu­ 
lar. Then a writ of quo warranto was 
asked, on which the Cass county peo­ 
ple—our people—could show that the 
law had not been com plied with. 
In 
this connection a referee was appoint­ 
ed to take testimony as to facts. Here 
the matter rests, for the testimony 
has not yet been taken. 
“Yet, the decision m ight solve an­ 
other difficulty that has sprung up in­ 
side of the first com plication—a wheel 
within a wheel. 
When an unorgani­ 
zed county wishes to organize its com­ 
missioners are appointed by the gov­ 
ernor. 
Then the commissioners ap­ 
point county officers. Bo Cass county 
received its commissioners not long 
ago, and May 6 the board met and 
appointed the couuty officers. 
The 
officers applied for their records to 
the corresponding officers of 
Crow 
W ing county. 
All our officers got 
what they wanted except our new 
auditor, a man named Griffith. Crow 
W ing insisted that he wasn’t a legal 
auditor, because when appointed, he 
was residing in that disputed strip 
which may be Cass county and which, 
again, may not be. 
It's true he in­ 
tended to move over to Walker, our 
county seat, and that intention has, in 
law, been held on previous occasions 
to offset the fact of actual residence. 
But undoubtedly his fam ily were liv­ 
ing where they had lived in the dis­ 
puted strip the day he was appointed. 
Now. if it turns out that the strip is 
still Cass county, he’s certainly all- 
right. I f it’s Crow W mg he may be all 
wrong. 
Yet, after all, J suppose he 
won’t wait. 
Griffith is w illing to re­ 
sign rather than to cause to much 
trouble, and probably we'll elect an­ 
other mail about whom there can be 
no doubt, if the Crow W ing people 
still insist that Griffith's residence is 
too ambiguous. 
“Our new county of Cass would be 
one of the finest in the state, if only 
the Leech Lake Indian reservation 
was open. The government has been 
estim ating the value of the reservation 
timber preliminary to opening the 
reservation and selling the timber. 
But recently the men so em ployed 
have quit work. 
They say the appro­ 
priation has been used up, 
but I 
imagine that the big lumbermen are 
short of cash now and they have put 
off the opening until they get more 
money to invest. 
Anyhow, nothing 
more is likely to be done this year.” 


Hole-in-the-Day’s Photograph. 


A portrait of the above named Chip­ 
pewa chief was recently presented to 
the State Historical Society by Char. 
H allock, of St. Baul, and that gen tle­ 
man subm its the follow ing informa­ 
tion, says the Press: 
“At the tim e this photograph was 
taken this celebrated Chippewa chief 
was living near the agency at Crow 
W ing 
lie occupied a fairly good 
one-story fram ehouse with four rooms, 
which sufficed to accommodate him ­ 
self and his seven wives. 
Although 
conform ing, to a certain extent, to 
civilized ways, lie adhered tenaciously 
to bis aboriginal costume, aud was 
more often seen in blanket and moc­ 
casins than in a dress shirt. 
When he 
gave an audience or reception to 
visitors of consequence, he donned 
his war bonnet of bald eagle plumes, 
as shown in the photograph, each in­ 
dividual feather of which bonnet was 
assumed to represent au opponent 
killed in 
battle. 
Later on, when 
eagles were hard to obtain, 
war 
bonnets were decorated with feathers 
of other birds as a substitute. 
“Hole-in the Day was always loath 
to have his portrait taken. 
But the 
one herewith shown was caught at a 
gallery in Third street, near the old 
American House. 
He had been per­ 
suaded to enter the gallery on some 
special pretext. 
The portrait figured 
the following year, together with a 
likeness of Allan Morrison, the post- 
trader at Crow W ing, in an illustrated 
article in Harper’s M agazine, entitled 
‘The Red River Trail,’ written by Mr. 
d ia s. Hallock, whose travels 
aud 
writing 
at that date did much to 
develop Minnesota and stim ulate im­ 
migration. 
Mr. Paul Beaulieu, who 
died quite recently at the age of 77 
years, was interpreter at Crow W ing 
at the time, arid often recalled Mr. 
Hallock’s visit to the post.”

m ight be assassinated, and we re 
solved th a t in addition to th e ordi­ 
nary guard m ounted at the head­ 
quarters cam p we would quietly a r­ 
range a detail pf w atchers from 
the m em bers of the staff, so th a t one 
officer would go on duty every night 
and keep a personal lookout in the 
vicinity of th e general’s tent. 
This 
was faithfully carried out. It had to 
be done secretly, for if 
he had 
know n of it he would w ithout doubt 
have broken it up and insisted upon 
th e staff officers going to bed aftor 
th eir hard d a y ’s w ork instead of 
keeping these vigils throughout the 
long, d reary nights of the follow ing 
w inter. The general never knew of 
this action until his second term of 
the presidency, w hen be m ade the 
discovery through an accidental ref­ 
erence to it in his presence by a vis­ 
ito r who had heard of it. 
He then 
expressed him self as feeling very 
m uch touched by the service which 
had been perform ed w ith a view to 
his personal protection.”

Every language has a syntax pecul­ 
iar to itself, but in the patois of the 
criminal no attempt is made of chang­ 
ing anything but the lexicon, says the 
Popular Science Monthly. It bears the 
same resemblance to the parent lan­ 
guage that a pile of cogwheels does to 
a watch. 
They are not a watch, but 
neither are they a new machine. Thus 
we must regard the argot only as a 
dialect in which debased terms replace 
the words of the 
parent tongue, 
in 
which the innate laziness of the crim ­ 
inal has effaced all words of any length 
and has simplified the pronunciation 
wherever the 
correct 
form 
requires 
anything but an elementary combina­ 
tion of sounds. 
I.et us exam ine some of these trans­ 
formations and synonyms. 
The general tendency of the criminal 
to reduce the abstract to the concrete 
to denote the substantive by one of its 
attributes, is shown very clearly in his 
synecdoehical 
phraseology. 
Thus a 
purse is a leather; a street car is a 
short, comparing its length with a rail­ 
road car; a handkerchief is a wipe, 
and a pair of shoes a pair of kicks. 
Again, some of the terms appear to 
be purely arbitrary and were it not 
that the creative power is absent In 
crim inals us in women I should not 
hesitate to state it as a fact. 
But it 
seems wiser to conclude merely that 
the origin of these terms has become 
a fact. 
To suppose that they were cre­ 
ated would be in too distinct contra­ 
diction to all obtainable evidence, in­ 
direct though it may be. 
Such expres­ 
sions are to kip, meaning to sleep; to 
spiel, to make a speech; jcrve, a w aist­ 
coat pocket; thimble, a watch; to do a 
lam. meaning to run. 
Some of the expression are very de­ 
scriptive. 
To run from a police officer 
is to tic* a hot foot. A person who ts al­ 
ways listening to other people's con- 
\ersation is called a rubberneck. 
The 
word push, meaning a crowd, is occa­ 
sionally seen in the newspapers. To be 
arrested is to be pinched; to be con­ 
victed is to fall. 
To refuse a person’s 
appeal is to give him the marble heart. 
Such expressions require no explana­ 
tion.

There 
is nothing about the spot to indicate 
that it was ever a place of human 
habitatron. 
In 
a 
valley 
running 
back from the St. Joseph river about 
i m ile to the west, at the head of a 
rippling, 
winding little brook, 
sur­ 
rounded by hills and on two sides by 
heavy oak forests, it lies, a peaceful, 
picturesque little nook of farm land 
rarely ever cultivated, seldom visited 
save by the farmer’s boy who goes to 
bring home the cows grazing where 
the wigwams stood a half century ago, 
or by the relic huntar who knows Its 
history. 
It is hidden from the highway 
and not a trace of the old town is left. 
How old it was no one now living can 
tell. 
The few log huts that Pokagon 
and his followers with their little fam­ 
ilies occupied looked to the first white 
settlers 
who 
saw 
them 
sixty-seven 
years ago, as if they were about ready 
to tumble down and they might have 
been built seventy-five or 100 years 
before that time. 
Probably an Indian 
village had been there around the bub­ 
bling spring that formed the source 
of the little brook for many genera­ 
tions. 
The numerous relics 
of 
the 
stone and copper variety found In the 
vicinity would Indicate this. 
Pokagon was a pious Indian. 
On one 
of the lii 11 s overlooking the village 
was a log chapel where he and his 
people 
worshiped 
according 
to the 
rites of the Catholic church, taught 
them by their fathers. 
How long the 
chapel had been built is not known, 
but it may have been one of the m is­ 
sions established more than 200 years 
ago by Father Claude 
Allouez. 
the 
pioneer 
missionary 
of 
the 
region, 
whose ashes are reposing somewhere 
along the St. Joseph river, the exact 
spot of his burial 
place not being 
known. 
In 1759 the English drove the 
French from this region and took pos­ 
session of the territory, dissolving all 
these missions. 
They were not re-es­ 
tablished for nearly 100 years after­ 
ward, and during that period, although 
the Indians were deprived of the care 
and instruction of the priests, they did 
not forget the forms of the church. 
In the latter part of the ’20s Poka­ 
gon made a pilgrimage to Detroit to 
implore the church authorities to send 
a “black robe,” the Indian name for 
priest, among bis people. 
H is speech 
to the vicar-general of the bishop of 
Cincinnati, Father Gabriel Richard, on 
this occasion, is on record. 
It was an 
earnest and effective plea. 
“I Implore 
you,” he said, “to send us a black robe 
to teach us the word of God. 
If you 
have no care for us old men, at least 
have pity on our poor children, who 
are growing up in ignorance and vice. 
“We still preserve the manner of 
prayer as taught our ancestors by the 
black robe who formerly resided at St. 
Joseph. 
Morning and evening with 
my wife and children we pray together 
before the crucifix. 
Sunday we pray 
together oftener. 
On Friday we fast 
all evening, men, women and children, 
i according to the 
traditions 
handed 
down to us by our fathers and mothers, 
for we have never seen a black robe. 
Listen to the prayers which he taught 
to them and see if I have not learned 
them correctly.” 
Then the old chief 
fell on his knees, made the signs and 
repeated the prayers of the church, the 
creed and the ten commandments in 
the Pottawattom ie tongue. 
The result of the plea was the send­ 
ing of Father Stephen Theodore 13a- 
din, the first Catholic priest ordained 
in the United States, who came to In­ 
diana in 1829 and for several years 
had 
charge of all the m issions 
in 
southern Michigan and northern Indi­ 
ana. 
He 
established a mission 
two 
m iles north of South Bend that eventu­ 
ally developed into the great Notre 
Dame university of today. 
He was the 
religious instructor of Pokagon’s band 
as long as they stayed at the old vil­ 
lage and there are a number of old 
residents of the vicinity 
that 
heard 
Father Badin preach In the little log 
church on the hill. 
The church itself 
has long since been taken away, but 
the foundation remains. 
Down the 
valley on the bank of the river was the 
burying place of Pokagon town and 
the old cedar cross with its hoizontal 
arm gone is still standing. 
It was 
there when the first white settlers came 
into the region. 
Pokagon is represented by some his­ 
torical writers as the leader of a band 
of Pottawattom ies in a battle with the 
Bhawnees In the days before the whites 
at Three Rivers, but this can be classed 
as fiction, as Pokagon 
was wholly 
averse to fighting, and his whole aim 
W'as to keep 
his 
people 
from 
war. 
Again, he is said to have been at the 
massacre of Fort Dearborn in 1812 In 
the'capacity of peacemaker and to have 
been the one who brought Capt. Heald 
and his wife awray from the bloody 
j affray at Chicago and across the lake 
: lo St. Joseph. 
This is not believed to 
be true by *yme of the older residents, 
Who were acquainted 
with 
Pokagon. 
He never made any such claim to 
them, though he had been heard to 
say that he used all his power to keep 


j the 
Pottawattom ies in that 
locality 
from taking part in the massacre, and 
■ himself went to St. Joseph to dissuade 
i Topinabee from taking his men there. 
Pokagon doubtless was with Topinabee 
and was one of those who received 
Capt. Heald at St. Joseph and helped 
him to get to Mackinac and Detroit. 
The most authentic records of the mas­ 
sacre to be had give the credit of as­ 
sisting Capt. Heald and his w’ife to 
escape to John Baptiste Chandonia, a 
nephew' of Topinabee, and who died 
at South Bend in 1837, and whose re­ 
mains lie in the city cemetery, though 
in an unknown and unmarked grave. 
Pokagon, after the treaty of 1833, the 
signing of which nearly 
broke 
his 
heart, as it took from him the home of 
his childhood and old age and scatter- 
| ed his people broadcast over the land, 
remained at the old town for several 
years, then went over into Cass coun- 
| ty, where, in the Silver creek district, 
a few m iles north of Dowagiac, he es­ 
tablished another village and built a 
j church. 
He lived but a few years and 
his ashes repose under 
the 
church. 
I which is located in a picturesque spot 
on the banks of a charming little lake.

“The putting up the cold lunch is no 
easy matter, as many mothers realize 
when they find the question 
before 
them,” writes I’liebe W estcott Humph­ 
reys in the Ladies’ Home Journal. “The 
wise mother, however, is ever on the 
alert, and many savory compounds, in 
the way of potted meats, etc., are pre­ 
pared, in connection with the home 
cookery, that are quickly sliced and 
invitingly arranged In the lunch-bas- 
ket, and help to form a plentiful, nour­ 
ishing lunch. 
The first consideration 
In preparing these lunches should be 
healthfulness, yet daintiness is of equal 
importance. 
It is an easy matter to 
make the home luncheon attractive, ev­ 
en when served cold: the white table 
linen and attractive table appointments 
seem to impart a certain ‘relish’ to the 
food. 
One of the first requisites for a 
dainty lunch should be a lunch box or 
basket that can be readily scalded and 
kept sweet and clean, and waxed paper 
and Japanese napkins, or a quantity 
of linen napkins, to separate the arti­ 
cles of food. 
Waxed paper is especial­ 
ly important, as pickles, sandwiches, 
cake, or anything that is wrapped in 
it, may be kept fresh without destroy­ 
ing the flavor of the other.

the small glasses,

At the legislative hearing given in 
Connecticut on woman suffrage Judge 
Hooker recalled the fact that for many 
years lie and his friends had appealed 
to the legislature of Connecticut 
to 
grant suffrage to colored men and had 
met with “contemptuous refusal,” say? 
the Boston Transcript. 
They then pe­ 
titioned that colored people should not 
be taxed, since they were not repre­ 
sented. 
This was conceded; and from 
1844 until 1871 the real and personal 
property of colored persons In 
Con- 
neoticut was exempted from taxation. 
Judge Hooker read a letter written in 
1874 by the late Amos A. Lawrence oi 
Massachusetts to Abby Smith, a Con­ 
necticut woman who had allowed her 
property to he sold for taxes as a pro­ 
test against taxation without 
repre­ 
sentation. 
Mr. l>awrence wrote: 
“My Dear Madam: Your action will 
be highly beneficial in bringing 
the 
subject to public notice and in leading 
to the correction of a great injustice. 
The taxation of the property of wo­ 
men without allowing them any rep­ 
resentation, even in town affairs, is sc 
unfair that it seems only necessary, to 
bring it to public view and make it 
odious and to bring about a change. 
Your case has its parallel 
in 
every 
township of New England. 
In 
the 
town where this is written a widow 
pays Into the town treasury $7,830 
a 
year, while 600 men pay $1,200 in all. 
Another lady pays $5,042. 
Yet neith­ 
er has a single vote, not even by proxy. 
That is, each one of 600 men who have 
no property, who pay only a poll tax, 
has the power of voting away the prop­ 
erty of the town, while the 
female 
owners have no power at all. 
Please 
to accept the sympathy and respect ol 
one of your fellow* citizens. No doubt 
you will have it from all in due time, 
or, at any rate from all who love to 
see fair play.
